They found that the boy. while hot possessing extraor- 
dinary intelligence, is perfectly rational and is responsi- 
ble for his acts .The opinion of the three local doctors 
will probably be corroborated by expert <il:enists later 
in the case.

The Degrees Of Crime. 


Young Davis has already confessed himself guilty of 


homicide. According to Blackstone and the old English 
common law " homicide, or the killing of any human 
creature is of tliree kinds, justifiable, excusable and fel- 
onious. In the State of Ohio there are four kinds of 
criminal homicide : murder in the first degree, murder 
in the second degree, manslaughter and the destruction 
of a child before birth. 


Murder in the first degree is where one kills anoth- 


er purposely, and of deliberate

The punishment is death. 


Murder in the second decree is where one kills an- 


other purposely and maliciously, bat without delibera- 
tion and premeditation. The punishment is imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for life. 


Mansiauirliter is where one unlawfully kills another 


•without malice, either upon a sudden quarrel, or unin- 
tentionally while the slayer is in the commission of 
some unlawful act. The punishment is imprisonment in 
the penitentiary from one to twenty years. The grand 
distinction between murder and manslaughter is. that 
in murder the killing is always with malice. 


The fourth degree, destroying a child before birth, 


has no bearing on the present case. 


What Are The Facts? 


Thus it v.il be seen that to convict "Will Davis of 


first degree murder the state must show that he delib- 
erate! v planned to kill his father .that is with malice 
aforethought. The alleged statement of "Will after the 
killing that - It had to come some time" might be a 
strong point against him as it would indicate he had 
been deliberating over the act. If the deed was commit- 
ted on a sudden malicious impulse, without premedita- 
tion, then it means only life imprisonment for him. The 
fact that Will killed his father to protect his mother 
does not seem to be recognized in law. though it would be 
a strong circumstance. Much importance hinges upon 
Avhether or not Will had theknife open in his pocket be- 
fore he jerked it out. He says he did n«»t. His brother. 
John, says he did. 


. Boy Slept Well.; ^ ~ __ _ _ 


Sheriff McDonald states that young Davis spent a 


quiet night in jail Monday night and slept well.

Taft. champion 1909-1913—and then 
some. Butte. Mont.. Sept. 27. 1909." 


In the Bourse of his speech at 


Butte. where he was introduced by 
Senator Lee Mantle, the president 
said. "1 am mighty glad to see you. 
and the reason why I am mighty glad 
to see you is that I can not help but 
feel, from your kindness and cordial- 
ity, that you are glad to see me. I 
am deeply pleased at tbe reception 
because of Its nonpartisan character, 
and especially feel that I am looking

I 
would not give my records to my 
dearest relative.

"You will note that Cook's route to 
the pole was 107 miles longer each 
war than mine. The people can 
make their own deductions whether 
Dr. Cook with his equipment could 
hare made such a Journey.

Explorer Cook Point* Out Flaws In 


Peary's Deduction*. 


Xew York. Sept- 28.—A formal re- 


ply to some of the most material 
charges brought against him by Com- 
mander Peary was given out by Dr. 
F. A- Cook, and a more complete 
declaration will be issued by the ex- 
plorer 
when 
Comm?ader 
Peary 


makes his accusations over his own 
signature. The statement Is as f*l- 
lows: 


"Commander Peary says that my 


sledges were not fitted to Arctic trav- 
el and that he would not care to voy- 
age in the Arctic with them. The 
only sledge Commander Eeary saw 
was half a one,* ^chich I had -siren to 
Mr. 'Whitney as- a souvenir. The re- 
mainder of Jt had been used to make 
bows and arrows. 


"As^to^my reasons for leaving my 


.Instruments «.aath. Mt~.^8n*itDe&.,.}ie 
had told me, feat the Ericwwas. coin-, 
ing to Etah and would taice him over 
to the American side to hont big 
game and would come back later to 
Annatok. The distance from Anoa- 
tok to Upemavik by the route which 
I was compelled to follow was nearly 
700 miles- In that journey I had to 
travel over high land in two places, 
irith glaciers and difficult places to 
negotiate. The Ice was 
extremely 


rough and there was a good deal of 
water to be expected, that would 
have subjected the instruments to a 
.risk which was entirely unnecessary 
when Mr. "Whitney awaited a ship to 
go to Etah for him. upon which he 
expected to return direct to America. 


"By goins to Dperaavik I hoped to 


get back bv the end of July or the 
middle of August. I wanted to see 
my family as soon as possible, as 1 
had been separated from them for 
over two years, while Mr. Whitney 
did not expect to get back before 
October. 


"As to the charge that T had not 


found traces of Commander Peary's 
records at Cape Thomas Hubbard. It 
Is a round promontory, and it would 
be difficult to find any distinct point 
which could be positively recognized 
as Cape Thomas Hubbard. From 
Commander Peary's map I am abso- 
lutely unable to locate Cap*» Thomas
